And. this Differciice 
in Charaéters, prevails, even in {pite of all the {peciuus 
Terms and: popular Party-words, invented on purpofe 
to hide and, difguife it ; thus a Waig fhali exert ali his 
Faculties, both of Body and Soul, compafs Sca and Land, 
leave no Arts-untry'd, nd Forces unemploy d, route all 
the Combuftible Humours within him, and heat himfelf 
to.a degree of Fermentation, in the Service of lis Parry, 
fuch, as one tvould think, were fit only for the Confi- 
tution of a Salamander, and yet at che fame time call

ynder a voracious Body of Allies, and yet the more they 
paid, us’d with fo much the lefs refpett, as if mark’d 
out for Bankruptcy; expos’d to all the little Wit and 
Raillery of'a Crew of Raftally Under-writers to a Cor- 
fupt Miniftry, who could fend them to their Dogs and 
their Horfes, at the fame time that their own Mafters 
were, even in their beft Capacity, little better than 
Hunt[men, Fockies ani Sharpers, and follow’d their 
Game, with — e, oe Honefty oe ree oa 
themfelves, at infier, the Hague, a ertruyden- 
berg, as they id’ ae Tonbridge, ew Market and the 
Groom-Porters. Vt was then no fuch apenas thing to 
have thofe only crouding the Queen’s Palace, whio have
